Noon: Was Attacked While in the West 


and Never Eecovered, Death Due to 


General Breaking Down 


East Northfleld, Mass.. Dec. 22— 


Dwight L. Moody, the evangelist, died 
here this noon. 


He \vas 61 years of age and leaves a 


widow, a daughtere and two sons. 


Knowu to Two Ccnt'.ueiitn. 


Mr, Moody was known to two con- 


tinents as a religious worker. He be- 
gan his career in Chicago when nine- 
teen. Since then there was no interval 
in his activity. 


He was born in Northfield, February 


5, 1S37, the sixth of a family of seven 
sons and two duaghters. From teach- 
ing a class of ragged tooys found in the 
street ,in 1855, he became the head of 
a system of religious instruction of the 
greatest importance. 


JDealb Not expected 


The passing of Mr. Moody was not 


unexpected by the members of hia 
family and his immediate circle of | 
friends although an hoped until yes- 


terday that he might survive the at- 
tack of disease of some months. 


The cause of his death was a general 


breaking down of health due to the 
overwork of his heart which has been 
weak for a long time. His exertions 
in the west last month brought on a 
collapse from which it was impossible 
for him to rally. 


The evangelist broke down in Kan- 


sas City, Mo., where he was conducting 
a series of meetings last month, and 
the seriousness of his condition was so 
apparent to the physicians who at- 
tended him, that he was forced to 
abandon his tour and return to his 
home here with all possible speed. 


Upon his return eminent physicians 


were consulted by Dr. N. P. Wood, the 
Moody family doctor, and everything 
done to prolong his life.

The Morse 
homestead is one of the most prominent 
in this section of the state and contains 
a large family, all of whom are highly 
respected. When Perry and Stappfen 
ai rived at the house the occupants con. 
sisted of Mrs. Wlllard Morse, about 80 
years old, and Miss Electra Moise, 48, 
Miss Lizzie Morse, 38, Wlllard W. Morse, 
48, and Ruf us D. Morse, 40 years old, all 
children of Mrs. Willard Morse. The 


The members of the Morse family 


claim that Stappen then tried to get into 
the house, but upon being prevented he 
mounted his wheel and went to the West 
Natick engine house and telephoned for 
the police. 


Officers Bunker and 
Qodendoff re- 


sponded, and Stappen was taken to the 
Natick lockup. Chief Sweeney placed 
Lizzie under arrest. She is strong in her 
claim that the circumstances iustified 
her in shooting the man, and in that way 
protecting herself and other members 
of the family. 


The friends of Perry say that he was 


a total abstainer and arc unable to ac- 
count for his actions during the after- 
noon. He came to this town from Boa- 
ton about two years ago, and last sum- 
mer served in Puerto Rico, being a mem- 
ber of the Sixth regiment, M. V. M. Of 
late he had been out of work.

In the windows were broken by stones, 
and that Perry, In getting through the 
window Into the house, had to crawl over 
a piano. It !• further claimed that 
Perry attempted criminal assaults on 
both women.

Ixmdon, Dee. 22.—The pendulum of 


British opinion appears to have again 
swung'toward the gloomy side of its 
register, impelled by a seemingly cred- 
ible news dispatch, announcing that 
Buller has found It necessary to retire 
from his advanced position, near the 
south bank of the Tugela river, and by 
the absence of news from Methuen's 
column, unbroken since Sunday until 
yesterday afternoon, when a relatively 
unimportant message to the war office 
indicated that the British commander 
was at least in a position to communi- 
cate with his base. For his safety, how- 
ever, considerable anxiety is still felt.

prisoners in the hands of the Boers. 
This makes a total larger than General 
Buller's original estimate.

throughout England on Jan. 7 in aid of 
the fund for sick and wounded soldiers 
apd thflr families.

nor Mafeking is there recent news, and 
the problems of ammunition and food 
,must be becoming of serious moment in 
all three, the more so that there is no 
prospect of their relief for several weeks 
at least.

Boers. M. Zola, while expressing- senti- 
ments friendly to Great Britain, said: 
"The great mass of the French people 
are unacquainted with the details of the 
more or less complicated dispute which 
culminated in war. In the eyes of the 
unreasoning mob a powerful nation Is 
assailing a small, weak people. The im- 
pulses of the mob, although unreasoning, 
are frequently generous. Herein is tha 
explanation of the public opinion In 
France, Germany and Russia. I am 
sorry to say that imperialism exists even 
in the United States." 


Verdict Against Fitchburg Road. 


Chester, Vt., Dec. 22.—The supreme 


court of this state rendered an important 
decision yesterday in the case of Boyden, 
administrator of the Edward Roque 
estate, vs. Fitchburg railroad, affirming 
the verdict of the lower court, fixing the 
liability of the railroad to its negligence 
in causing death. Roque was one of four 
killed at Pownal in September, 1895. It 
Was a test case and has been hard fought 
throughout, the verdict of the lower 
court being J2250. 


Guatemalan Revolution Ended. 


Washington, Dec. 22.—The attempt at 


revolution in Guatemala has come to 
an end, according to advices to the state 
department from United States Minister 
Hunter. He cables that on Dec. H tha 
rebels seized the town of Tacona, near 
the Mexican boundary. The government 
troops soon surrounded the place and 
captured nearly all o£ the insurgents, 
bringing the revolution to a sudden 
termination.

PET COPPER STOCKS 


Are Intimately Affected by Closing 


of Doors of a Boston Bank. 


Globe National Placed In 


Hands of a Receiver, 


Speculation as to Effect Upon Other Financial 


lnsU!»!!oM at the Hub. 


Boston, Deo. 22.—The announcement 


from Washington that a receiver had 
been appointed for the Globe National 
bank was received by the few bank- 
ing people who learned of the comp- 
troller's decision with surprise, but 
not with alarm. Naturally the officers 
of the Institution were dumb as to the 
outcome of the bank's afflairs, while 
those not connected with the institution 
expressed sincere regret that it had not 
been able to weather the storm. 


The Boston clearing house came to the 


assistance of the Globe bank, although 
when the Broadway National bank.later 
was In trouble the same body declined 
to offer assistance. 


Three days ago it was officially stated 


that the clearing house committee had 
certificates signed to a large amount to 
relieve any solvent bank, should pres- 
sure come upon It. For this reason the 
situation in financial circles here la 
hardly likely to be seriously affected by 
the Globe hank receivership. 


President H, H. Stevens, who suc- 


ceeded Charles H. Cole some months 
ago, absolutely refused to say anything 
regarding the comptroller's action, but 
his son, who is a clerk in the bank, was 
completely taken back when the dis- 
patch was shown him, and intimated 
that such action from Washington was 
entirely unlooked for. 


State street bankers were greatly sur- 


prised at the outcome) of the bank's 
affairs. 
They agreed that at the close 


of banking hours last night there was 
not the slightest intimation that any- 
thing of the kind was eVen contem- 
plated. 
The calm that followed the 


storm of Saturday, and the failure of 
the Broadway bank, had bean taken in 
financial circles as one of reassurance 
and hope, and it was the universal opin- 
ion that the flurry in copper stocks had 
passed. 
The closing of the Globe bank, 


therefore, 
coming when everything 


seemed In a fair way of becoming 
brighter, seemed most discouraging. 


Nevertheless the failure is one of the 


most startling and far reaching since 
the closeing of the Maverick bank, eight 
years ago, and as it intimately involves 
the value of Boston's pet copper stocks, 
the outcome is anxiously awaited. 


It Is known that the^ bank has been 


In difficulty for some months, in fact 
ever since the resignation of Charles 
H. Cole, for many years its president. 
Mr. Cole's retirement caused a sensa- 
tion at the time, for it was known that 
he was heavily interested in the big 
copper combine, known as the United 
States Mining company. 
One of the 


directors, H. H. Stevens, was elected 
to fill the position of president, and since 
then he has done everything to keep the 
bank from going under. 
Every known 


method was adopted to keep up the tone 
Of the market in copper shares, and It 
was expected that the bank would grad- 
ually be able to realize on a greater part 
of the loans on these stocks, without t 
loss. 
Th tight money market, coupled 


with the great decline in all stocks, 
however, carried down the coppers, and 
last Thursday, the bank was forced to 
call upon the clearing house for as- 
sistance. 
After a communication, nat- 


urally hurried, the clearing house came 
to the rescue, and Issued $3,500,000 In 
certificates to enable the Globe to meet 
Its indebtedness to other banks. 
The 


action of the clearing house was gen- 
erally regarded as timely, 
although 


there was much surprise expressed when 
two days later the clearing house re- 
fused to rescue tha Broadway bank from 
the hands of a receiver. 


On Monflay came the failure of the 


brokerage firm that financed the mining 
company, but as no other firm followed 
and as the Globe bank gave no Intima- 
tion of succumbing through fhe con- 
tinued fall iu copper stocks, confidence 
In the local situation seemed In a fair 
way of being restored. 


Whether the old wound will be opened 


again remains to be seen, but it la known 
that every -effort will be made on the 
part of the strong financial Institutions 
to avert a panic. 
t>pon their success 


depends the status of many brokerage 
houses, which have been carrying blocks 
of copper stocks. A few of these houses 
have already attempted to protect 
themselves, and attachments have been 
filed against the promoters of the United 
States Mining company—Charles H. 
Cole, late president of the Globe bank; 
William H. Coolidge and Edward H. 
Clark.

Tuesday it matters little whether elec- 
tion day ig a legal holiday or not Last 
Tuesday conclusively proved that there 
la very little hampering of the voters 
In North Adams. Every man was aa 
free to come to the polls as if the day 
had been a legal holiday and they were 
all earning their wages or attending 
to their business as usual. The. mak- 
ing of election day a legal holiday 
•would cause the low of a days pay to 
every woFkingman, which, under pres- 


I ent conditions, would seem to be an 
' unnecessary losa This consideration 
1 would work against the adoption by 


the people of a law making a legal 
holiday) of election day. 


THE CITY ELECTION DATE 


W« believe that our few years ex- 


perience as a city has demonstrated 
that our municipal election comes too 
late in the year. It cornea at a time 
when the weather is likely to be very 
severe and it comes at a time to seri- 
ously disturb the holiday frame of 
mind and the. holiday trade. There are 
weighty* reasons why it should be 
changed, why it should take place 
some weeks earlier. 
But there are 


reasons why it should take place at 
the time it does or be pushed even 
farther to the end of the year or over 
ito spring. The aim 4n having it oc- 
cur at the time it now does was to re- 
move it aa far aa possible from the in- 
fluence of the atate election, taking 
place early in November. In carrying 
out aim the election of this city was 
made by charter prpvislon the latest 
City election in the atate. There is no 
question but that the aim was a good 
one-, but it may be asked if the late- 
ness of the election accomplishes any- 
thing in the way of keeping our muni- 
cipal matters freer from the political 
influences that are naturally expected 
from the Etate election. It might also 
be inquired whether other cities, whose 
•lectlona take place nearer to the date 
of atate elections, are Influenced there- 
fcjr. Perbap* we are not old enough 
M » city to have experienced the wia- 


el having our. {election taka place 


BO- late la the season. A* lines have 
been drawn for the past two or three 
years the state election has suffered 
from the municipal election and not 
the municipal election from the state 
election. For instance, the matter of 
choosing representatives to the gen- 
eral court has almost been allowed to 
go by default BO that city chances 
might not be injured. Even the mat- 
ter of state senator, this year in par- 
ticular, was not given the attention it 
deserved because to have 
done so 


would probably have changed the face 
of things for the city election. If this 
state of affairs is to continue, and it 
looks as if it would, there could be no 
harm in having the city election take 
place earlier, at a time when weather 
would be endurable and at a time when 
business conditions would not be in- 
terfered with as they are now by the 
present election date. 


If we wish to remain odd we might 


have our city election in the spring 
about the time the town meeting used 
to be held, if thete are no insurmount- 
able legal obstacles.

The mayor of Somervill* Is against 


his salary being raised. It is reported 
of him as follows: 


"At a special session of the Somer- 


villa board of aldermen "Wednesday, 
Mayor Proctor, who was presiding, 
took occasion to read a letter, penned 
by himselef, in which he referred at 
length to the attempt made last week 
to secure an increase of the mayor's 
salary from $2500 to $3500 a year. In 
his letter the mayor said that he could 
not consider an Increase in his salary 
for four reasons. In the first place he 
would not consent to an increase after 
an election; second, the present salary 
is fairly liberal In view of the city's 
financial ability; third, the new char- 
ter provides for a practical increase of 
the mayor's salary by providing him 
with a secretary; fourth, as the office 
is largely honorary, it is not to be ex- 
pected that the salary shall f ally com- 
pensate the mayor for his services." 


Once we had a candidate for mayor, 


who, when he thought he had a good 
chance of being elected, started a 
movement looking to the increase of 
the mayor's salary. Anyway the dif- 
ference between the salary of North 
Adams' mayor, $1,000, and the salary 
of Somerville's mayor, $2500 with a 
private secretary added, would pay the 
salary of several $500-a-year book- 
keepers. If we only knew how much 
better off we were than many other 
cities, which think they are at the 
fore front of progress and economy, the 
petty critic would not fatten so readily 
in the land. And we are going to do 
better!

CURIOUS GOLD CANNON. 


Animal Drum Major of the Mole 


Train In Boerland. 


The most energetic aud peace de- 


stroying feature of army life in the 
Transvaal just now is the mule train, 
and the most necessary member of 
this outfit is the Dell horse. 


This animal loads the caravan and 


Is the drum major of the whole outfit 
He carries no burden save a great re- 
sponsibility and a clear sounding bell. 
All mules destined to serve her majes- 
ty are trained to follow the bell horse, 
says the Cincinnati Enquirer. A white 
animal is nearly Invariably selected, 
as for some reason or other mules fol- 
low this color most faithfully. 


Pack mules become very much at- 


tached to the bell horse of their train 
and refuse to move either forward or 
backward if he is not leading. For 
this reason the greatest calamity that 
can befall an army is the death of the 
bell horse. On one occasion of the In- 
dian frontier wars the whole mule 
train came to a sudden standstill ow- 
ing to the death of the bell horse. Nor 
would anything induce the animals to 
move till one of the officers substituted 
another white horse in the dead one's 
place.

Ornamental Artillery Offered to 


the Queen by Indian Prince. 


HADE BY A HATIVE BLACKSMITH, 


Galkwar of Barod* HM OCered Ht> 


GUM For ttae Is> «»• 8o«tk African 
War, bat Th»y Are Mot •< Practical 
Value—Have Never Been Fired. 
The most curious offer that Queen 


Victoria has received from any of her 
foreign friends and subjects is that of 
his highness the Gaikwar of Baroda, 
who bos placed at the disposal of the 
British for use In the Transvaal his 
most treasured possession, the famous 
so called golden guns that are a part 
of the maharajah'B ornamental artil- 
lery. No one would think of using 
guns made of solid gold in actual war- 
fare, even in a land where gold is pick- 
ed up almost as easily as iron is else- 
where, but their offer lor service has 
been taken as a most graceful tribute 
to the queen on the port of one who is 
considered as the most powerful and 
influential of the native princes of In- 
dia. 


The guns are In reality among the 


world's curiosities, for they are the on- 
ly solid gold guns in existence. They 
were the product of a native black- 
smith's skill and labor and were made 
In 1874, the time consumed in the work 
being no less than five years. Each 
gun, 
according to a London dispatch 


to the Washington Post, weighs 400 
pounds, and It is said to be made of 
pure gold with the exception of the in- 
ner coat, which Is of silver. The de- 
sign of the guns is most novel, and the 
carriages are made of expensive wood, 
cunningly inlaid with silver and carv- 
ed by the skillful workmen of Baroda 
In their characteristic style. 


It is not in the gnns alone, however, 


that the Hindoo potentate has shown 
his taste for expensive ornamentation. 
The entire outfit is on a most sumptu- 
ous scale, the carriage being drawn by 
the finest bullocks that the mahara- 
jah's territory produces and the trap- 
pings of the animals of the most splen- 
did order. 


Some idea of the magnificence of the 


apparel that bedecks this golden artil- 
lery team on spectacular occasions 
may be gathered from the statement 
that their best trappings cost the gaifc- 
war $45,000. On the horns of the ani- 
mals are golden caps, and on the legs 
are worn anklets of gold and silver. 
Each head Is a flashing mass of gold 
and silver ornamentation, and when 
the guns are polished and the bullocks 
are in their state attire the sight is a 
dazzling one. 


The guns have never been fired, so 


far as is known, so that the effect of a 
practical use of gunpowder on such 
soft metal ordnance is not known. It 
is not probable that they would stand 
real use. It is not meant that they 
should. They ore intended for display 
alone, and in this they do full justice 
to their designer. As may be imagin- 
ed, the possession of these gold guns 
makes the maharajah the envy of all 
the other native princes, and It may be 
the pride that he feels In his unique ar- 
tillery more than his regard for tha 
British nation that prompts him to offer 
the guns to the queen, for this offer has 
called more attention to the handsome 
weapons than anything that could 
have been written or said about them. 


The guns are seldom allowed to be 


taken far from tha maharajah's pal- 
ace. They are guarded day and night 
by picked men of the royal bodyguard, 
a splendid corps equipped after the 
European manner and officered chief- 
ly by white men. They wear a uni- 
form very much like that of the Aus- 
trian hussars, are 150 strong and are 
mounted on the finest cavalry charg- 
ers in the Indian empire. Only one oc- 
casion is recorded where the mahara- 
jah allowed the guns to be taken from 
the Mazabagh palace at Baroda, 
where they are kept This was when 
his highness visited Bombay to meet 
the Prince of Wales. Then the guns 
accompanied him, as being the most 
remarkable possession of the state of 
Baroda, apart from the maharajah 
himself, and It is due to the latter's 
Judgment to say that they attracted 
far more notice from the royal Eng- 
lish visitors than anything belonging 
to the gaikwor's train. 


Besides the golden guns, the maha- 


rajah owns a pate of silver guns of 
the same style as the others, but small- 
er, weighing only 320 pounds each. 
The limbers and carriages of these 
guns are brass covered, and when this 
metal is polished it is just as much a 
sight to see as the gold guns.

JURY (DISAGREED 


One Man Refused to Find 


Archie Mull Guilty 


of Murder 


KW TRIAL NECESSABY 


To be Held in January. Trial Ends 


Earlier Than Was Expected. Mull 


Did Not Take Stand. De- 


fense's Case 


The trial of Archie Mull for We mur- 


der of Nelville B. Lord ended in Troy 
yesterday, and the case was put in the 
hands of the jury last night The de- 
fense made ita case much shorter than 
was expected, and Mull was not put on 
the stand at alL It was generally be- 
lieved that he would make a general 
denial. 


The Jury returned to court this morn- 


ing, and reported its inability to agree. 
The vote stood 11 to 1, the single juror 
holding out firmly against finding Mull 
guilty of murder in the first degree. 
The jury waa discharged, and the 
judge announced that a new trial of 
Mull would be called tor next month. 
Mull was taken back to Jail to await 
this new trial. 


The taking of testimony was con- 


cluded shortly after npon. The line of 
defense waa to show that Mull could 
not have covered the ground and been 
seen as alleged by the witnesses for 
the prosecution in the specified time. 
Expert testimony to discredit the 
statements of Arthur Snyder, the eye- 
witness of the crime, was also intro- 
duced. 
Mull was not placed in the 


witness chair. 


Upon the opening of court yesterday 


morning the district attorney said he 
desired to recall Arthur Snyder to the 
stand. His reason was that just be- 
fore the close of-the prosecution last 
night, after Mull had been identified); 
by Arthur Snyder, Mull had been di- 
rected to stand. As "a matter of fact 
one of the prisoner's brothers had 
stood. The district attorney suggested 
that this might be a trick of the de- 
fense to confuse the Jury in relation to 
Snyder's ability to identify Mull. This 
Mr. Fursman denied, but Snyder was 
recalled and stated he knew which 
Mull worked at the creamery and 
which worked at the blacksmith's 
shop. Snyder then rightly indicated 
which was Archie Mull and which were 
his brothers. 
i 


A map of the region to which the 


murder was committed was th^n in- 
troduced by a civil engineer for the 
defense. The chief witness for the de- 
fense was Mull's mother.' She testified 
that Archie is the second of five chil- 
dren and 20 years old. She said-she re- 
membered the day of the murdere, 
September 29. Archie Mull had risen 
about 6.45 o'clock, ate breakfast and in. 
quired if he had time to mail a letter. 
He went out to the postoffice, as she 
supposed. He returned about 10.30 or 
10.40 o'clock and said he had written a 
letter and was going away. He went 
upstairs to change his clothes then. 
He had a brown coat, striped trousers, 
white shirt with a pink front and lace 
shoes. 
Archie had not helped his 


mother during the summer. She had 
bought him a pair of shoes and had 
loaned him money from time to time. 


She continued: "I spoke to Archie 


the morning of September 29 regarding 
a revolver. I told him it was a bad 
plan for boys to carry a- revolver. I 
was married in 1876 to Frank Mull. We 
s'e-arated about four years ago last 
July. Archie wore a blue coat when 
he went out first in the morning.' On 
cross-examination the witness said she 
had a decree of divorce from her hus- 
band, granted at Albany. 


Bernard Mull, brother of Archie Mull, 


was also sworn. He said he saw Archie 
at the creamery the morning of Sep- 
tember 29 between 8.30 and 9 o'clock. 


Dr. B. Brinsmade Bontecou was 


called by the defense. He was asked 
jf it were not possible that a boy in- 
ured as Snyder was would forget the 
circumstances preceding the injury. 
The doctor said it was possible. Dr, 
H. E. DeFreest gave the same answer 
;o a similar question. 


Argument for Defence 


Mr. Fursman summed up for the de- 


fense. Throughout his address to the 
ury Mrs. Mull sat by the side of her 
son and wept. Once the prisoner turned 
and °ipoke to her. 


Mr- Fursman first compared the re- 


sources of the prosecution with the 
>overty of the defendant. Hft explained 
.he different degrees! of murder and 
then followed with a review of the tes- 
imony of the witnesses for the prose- 
tutton, and endeavored to convince the 
.ury that according to the testimony 
of the prosecution's witness it was im- 
possible Cor Mull to be at the Lord 
!arm and commit.the crime and be at 
:he different places at the times testi- 
fied to by the people's witnesses, Mr. 
Fursman said if Mull was the mur- 
derer of Nelville B Lord, he, when ar- 
rested, would not have admitted that 


was Archie S. Mull, and that he 


would have fought extradDtton pro- 
ceedings instead of coming back to the 
state voluntarily Mr. Fursman closed 
lis address at 4,15 o'clock and was im- 
mediately followed by the district at- 
torney. 


Mr. Howard spoke of Mr. Fursman'f 


reference to the power of the district 
attorney and said the defense had the 
same right to Incur expense as the 
prosecution, as it 19 paid for by the 
county on the order of the court. 


The Judge'* Chare* 


The charge of Justice Chan was fair 


and impartial. He reviewed the points 
of evidence carefully and said: "The 
prosecution claims that on September 


last, Archie Mull murdered one Lord. 


Mull haa been Indicted for murder in 
the flract degree on that charge by a 
grand Jury of this county. To that 
charge he has pleaded not guilty. Tou 
nre to presume him innocent until you 
decide otherwise." Justice Chase de- 
fined a reasonable doubt and also read 
from the statutes the different degrees 
or murder and manslaughter. 
Th« 


court concluded ita charge at 6.25 
o'clock and the case 'was given to the 
Jury. 


A Jnror In Donpt 


The jury went to supper at 6.30 


o'clock a.nd returned 'bi tlie court house 
at 7.55 o'clock. They deliberated from 
that time until 10.35 o'clock, when, they 
came Into court and Foreman Mark- 
ham announced that n? verdict had 
been reached. Th« foreman 
rioted 


that one of the jurbro waa In doubt 
as to a part of the testimony of 
Elizabeth Dwyer in regard to the t.'Tie 
ct events transpiring on the Lord " " :n, 
as against the testimony of Mn=

as to the time Mull waa at he

September 29. Justice Chase directed 
Stenographer Kelly t» read the testi- 
mony of the-two witnesses.

that it would be some time before an 
agreement would be reached, and Jus- 
tice Chase ordered an adjournment of 
court until 9.30 o'clock this morning, 
the Jury being locked up for the night.

"The Advertiser's authoritative an- 


nouncement that the Fitchburg ia 
ready to make a fight fet the legisla- 
ture against the proposed lease of the 
Albany to the New York Central road 
has already been followed by some 
widespread comment in this and other 
states. A study of the hoildinga of 
Fitchburg stock shows that nearly 80 
par cent is, held tni New England, 
much of it being m-th^'hands of small 
holders. It is wiortfa notice also that 
while the road handles the greater part 
of the exports frowr'this port, most 
of that business comes from the Van- 
derbilt rioads. This really explains why 
the road has determined to stand out 
against the lease, as the directors and 
other officials plainly fear that if the 
Albany is operated by the New York 
Central,- the Fitchbu'rg will thereafter 
get most of th£-"4ow-class business on 
which there is little profit, even on 
large shipments. A report came from 
New York, this week, that the Central 
had made an offer for the Fitchburg 
preferred stock. 
Nlo offer haa been 


made since about a year ago, and that 
offer was not satisfactory.
